With the sadors, thé marines, andthe Califorma Battal- 
ion of mounted Ridieman, we entered the “City of Angel- 
es,” the Capital of California on the 13th of August, and 
howted the North American Flag 

The Flag of the Umted States is naw flying from every 
commanduig positions m the Termtory, and Cabfornia 1s 
entirely free from Mexican dommuion. 


The Teritory of Califorrua now belongs to the United milit 


States, and will bo 'gayerned ag soon as circumstances may 
permit, by officers and laws, similar to those by which the 
other Terntonés öf the United States are regulated and 
protected. . | 

But until the Governor, tho Secretary and Council are 
appointed, and the various civi departments of the Govern- 
meut are arranged, mbtary laws will provai; and the 
Commander-in-Chief will be the Governor and protector 
of the Terntory. 

In the mean time the people will be permitted, and are. 
naw requested ta meet m their several towns and depart- 
ments, dt such time and place as they may see fit, to glect 
cml officers tovfill the places of thosa who declme to con- 
tinue im, office, and to administer the laws according to the 
{dimer usages of the Territory 

In. alb-cases whera people fail to elect, the Commander- 
hapa and Govemor will make the appomtment him- 
seff 

AN persons of whatever religion or nation wo faithfully 
adhere to the new Government, will be considered as cit- 
izens of the Territory, and will be zealously and thorough- 
ly protected mn the liberty of concience, ther persoas, and 
property 

No persons will be permitted to remam m the Territory, 
who do not agree to support the existing Government, and 
all military men, who desire to remain, are required to take 
an oath, that they will not take up arms against it, or do, 
or say anything to disturb its peace 

Nor will any person, come from where they may, be 
permitted to settle in the Territory, who do not pledge 
themselves to be-in all respects obetient to the laws which 
may bo from time to time enacted by the proper anthgn- 
ues of the Territory. 

AJl persons who without special permission, 
with arms outside of their own houses, will be causidered 
ag enemies, and will be shipped out of the country.

^ We have just received information of the arri- 
val of General Kearney in the lower country 
with his regiment of eight hundred mounted 
men, A few days after his arrival he was joined 
by Col. Freemont with his company, of between 
five and six hundre? men After raancenyering 
a few days, they succeeded in bringing the 
Mexican Californiang under Jose Castro and 
Peo Pico, to a general engagement in the vicin- 
ity of tho Pucblo de Jas Angeles The Mexi 
cang were completely routed, losing in killed 
and wounded, ahout one hundred. Castro and 
the rest surrendered unconditionally. Two of 
the Americans were killed, and three or four 
wounded in the battle, It is supposed that about 
four hundred of the Mexicans escaped, and took 
the route to Sonora. Gol Freemont was to sur- 
render his command to Gen. Kearney, as soon 
as he had'an interview with Comodore Stockton, 
and repair imniediately to this place, to enter 
upon his duties, as Civ:l Governor of California, 
and may be expected here in a few days,

On my approach to this place with the forces undermy 

+ command, Jose Castro the Commandant General of Cah- 

fornia, buted his artiltery and abandoned his fortified camp 
“ofthe Mesa,’ and fled, ıt 19 heleved, toward, Mexico. 

With the sailors, the mannes and the California Battal- 
ion of mounted Riflemen, we entered the ‘City of Angel- 

res,” the Capital of California on the 13th of August, and 
hosted the North Amencan Flag. 

The Flag of the United States is now flying from every 
commending position in the Territory, and Califorma is 
entirely free from Mexican domimion. 

The Terntory of California now belongs to the United 
States, and will be governed as saon as circumstances may 
„permit, by officers and laws, similar to those by which the 
other Terntories of the United States are tegulatéd and 
protected. 

But unt! the Governor, the Secretary and Council ara 
appanted, and the various civil departments of the Govern- 
ment are arranged, military Jaws will prevail, and the 
Corimander-m-Chief will be the Governor and protector 
of the Terntory. « 

In the mean time the people will be permitted, and are 
now requested to meet-in their several towns and depart- 
ments, atsuch hme and place as thcy may see fit, to elect 
civil officers to fill'the places of those who decline to con- 
tinue in office, and to administer the laws.according to the 
former usages of the Territory. 

In all cases where people fail fo elect, the Commander- 
in-Chief and Governor will make the appointment mm- 
self 

All persone of whatever religion or nation who faithfully 
adhere to the new Government, wil be: considered as ct- 
-izens of the Terntory, and will be zealously and thorough- 
ly protected m the liberty of conscience, thew persons, and 
property. : : 

No persona will be permitted to remain in the Terntory, 
who do not agree to support the exsting Government, and 
all military mên who desire to remain, are requnred to take 
an oath, that they will not take up arms agamst it, or do, 
or say anything to disturb its peace. 

Nor will any person, come from where they may, be 
permitted to settle m the Terntory, who do not pledre 
themselyes tobe m alf respects obedient to the faws which 
may be from time to time enacted by the proper authori- 
ties of tha Territory. 7 

All persons who without special permission, are found 
with arms outside of their own houses, will be cous:dered 
as enemies, and will beshipped ont of the country, 

All thieves will be put to hard fabor on the public works, 
and there kept until compensation 13 made for the proper- 
ty stolen. 

The Calforma Battahon of mounted Rifleman will be 
kept m tho service of the Territory, and constantly on 
duty to prevent and punish the aggressions by the Indians 
or any other persons upon the property of, individuals, or 
the peace of the Territory; and California shall hereafter 
be so governed and defended as to pive security to the 
imhabitants, and to defy the powers of Mexico 

AIF persows ara required as long as the Terntory isim- 
der martial-law, to be within their houses from 10 o’clock 
at night until sunrise in the morning
